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Tue Corroration Dinnern—Bootus, &C.—We have 
refrained from alluding to the delicate subject of the corpo- 
ration dinner, for two or three days, lest we might injure 
the digestion of our worthy representatives who at the ban- 
quet assembled. Now, however, that we may in reason 
suppose them to be pretty well recovered from the effects of 
an overloaded stomach and a hot head, we, as good citi- 
zens, having a prudent eye to economy and a due regard to 
the public morals (as represented by our Mayor, Aldermen, 


and Assistants) may be permitted to “celculate the value” | 


of a Corporation Dinner. It will, no doubt, be recollected 
next November, if it is forgotten now, that the Common 
Council appropriated (we use as mild aterm as_ possible) 
twelve hundred and fifty dollars of the people’s money for 
the purpose of a dinner for themselves and friends on the 
Fourth of July ; which sum, by the aid of the rule of divi- 
sion, we find to be a fraction over forty-three dollars each, 
for the Mayor, Aldermen and Assistants—a sum which 
would enable a working man to obtain forty-three dinaers, 
or to dine himself and forty-two of his friends—but this we 
shall not dwell upon. We only wish to know if the peo- 
ple generally did delegate to the corporation authority to 
appropriate any amount of money for the purpose mention- 
ed. For ourselves, we can say that we never intended, in 
voting for an Alderman and Assistant, to delegate such au- 
thority. We should be very willing to allow our city re- 
presentatives a reasonable compensation for the time they 
are engaged in the public service, (and for reasuns which 
we may hereafter allude to, we think they ought to be so 
compensated) but we totally disapprove of their presen 
mode of paying themselves, be :he amount what it may. 
The Corporation will pardon us (if they will not we can’t 
help it) for again alluding to the inconsistency—not to say 
emmorality—of their conduct, in appropriating the people's 


money for the purchase of a dinner and liquors, at the same

mon council dare not look their constituents in the face and 
answer these questions. 

We have still another charge against the people’s repre- 
sentatives composing the corporation—a charge as weighty 
as the two former. We allude to the tax laid by the corpo- 


ration on those to whom sooths were licensed, which 


the 
tax of course falls upon those who purchase refreshments 
of them. The principal purpose of allowing booths to be 
erected on the Fourth of July is said to be, that poor peo- 
ple from the country may, while visiting the city to join in 
the celebration of !\\c day, obtain refreshments at a cheap 
rate, and without bi ‘ng obliged to crowd into groceries and 
taverns. If this is the object, why lay a tar on them on 
such an occasion ? The Common Council have answered 
this by appropriati:~ the tax thus raised to the use of some 
of the public officers, who receive regular salaries. Think 
of this, working men—thiok of your representatives first 
taxing you and your friends from the country, for the privi- 
Jege ofa place to eat and drink in on the fourth of July, while 
they we regaling themselves AY YOUR EXPENSE, ina magni- 
ficent palace built with the proceeds of your labor, and then 


making a present of the tax thus raised to public officers 


who are regularly and fully paid for their services from the 


public coffer! Think of this, and then think of the best 
means, and the proper time, for remedying the evils of ** cor- 
ruption in high places.” 

In speaking of the Common Council, it will of course be 
understood that we speak of them as a body ; but it is ne- 
cessary that those members only should share in the odium 
which rests on the body who voted for odious measures.— 
All who voted fora dinner at the public expense are liable 
to censure, but those who voted in favor of exclading from 
the booths certain articles of drink and against excluding 
from their own table the same articles, are doubly culpable 
—no less so, however, than those who voted for taxing the 
We have not at 
hand the means of obtaining the votes on these questions, 
but we will endeavor to obtain them hereafter, and we earn- 
estly recommend that at the proper time the offending mem- 
bers will be reminded of a lesson in the chapter of equal 
rights of which they appear to possess but little knowledge 
—or, worse, which they utterly disregard.

Tue Corporation AND THE COURIER AND E.nQuireER. 
—We have perceived, with astonishment, since the prece- 
ding article was written, that the Board of Aldermen last 
evening passed a resolution, by the casting vote of the Pre- 
sident, taking from the Courier and Boquirer the corpora- 
tion printing, avowedly in consequence of opinions express- 
ed by that paper in regard to certain acts of the Corpora- 
We protest against this resolution for several rea- 
sons : first, it is proscription for opinions sake, for the edi- 
tors of the Courier and Enquirer have been proved guilty 
of no offence against the laws; secondly, it is a palpable 
abuse of power in them to take from the people the means 
of obtaining a knowledge of Jaws which they are expected 
to obey, in order to gratify their resentment against indivi- 
duals who have offended them; thirdly, it is a means of 
conferring unmerited patronage upon an establishment 
which some people think has more than it really merits al- 
ready. This latter objection may seem paradoxical to 
some ; but let the resolution which has passed the Alder- 
men be approved of by the Assistants and the Mayor, and, 
our word for it, in the place of one hundred dollars per an- 
num the Courier and Enquirer will obtain one hundred 
subscribers in addition to its already ‘ extensive circula- 
tion.” 

Two of the reasons given by Ald. Dibblee in offering his 
resolution, are, first, that the Courier invited a violation of 
the Corporation law prohibiting the sale of liquor in the 
Booths ; secondly, that the Courier denounced one of the 
members of the Board asa traitor for voting ashe pleased, 
(alluding, we presume, to the vote for President of the 
Board) In relation to the first charge, we think the Board 
of Aldermen ought to have been silent; for their example, 
in taking the people’s money for liquors at the same time 
that they were passing a law probibiting the people from 
purchasing liquors for themselves, must have been far more 
effectual in cansing a violation of a ** foolish law” (foolish 
under the circumstances) than any thing the Courier and 


tion. 
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refrain from remarking that, though we have read it, we 
have seen no such invitation in its columns as it is charged 
with giving publicity to. ‘The charge against the Courier 
for denouncing a member of the Common Council for his 
honest vote is a serious one—one of which the Courier stands 
convicted by the public opinion ; but the mode of punish- 
ment recommended by the Board of Aldermen would, in 
our opinion, be as great an offence against morality and re- 
ruplicanism as the offence charged against the Courier. 

The power of publishing the Corporation laws, and of 
paying for it, was not conferred upon the Common Coun- 
cil, to be used by them as a means of “ rewards and pun- 
ishments,” though some of the members appear to tinder- 
stand that such is the legitimate purpose of their authority. 
The publication of the laws is intended (at least we imagine 
so) to givea knowledge ofthem to those who are expected to 
be guided in their conduct by them, and it would be a fla- 
grant abuse of power for the corporation to deprive any 
number of persons of facilities for obtaining a knowledge of 
the laws because persons controlling such facilities have 
offended them. If the Courier and Enquirer editors have 
transgressed criminally, let them be proceeded with legally ; 
if not, leave them to public opinion—but let us have no il- 
legal proscription for opinions. We cannot believe that 
the resolution of Alderman Dibblee will pass the other 
Board.

Murper.—A most daring and outrageous murder was 
committed on Friday night last, at the corner of Sheriff and 
Delancy streets. Mr. John Warner, a highly reputable 
young man, son of Judge Warner of River Head, L. I., | 
while closing the store of the widow Missiple, was shot by 
some villain from the opposite side of the street: two balls 
entered his body, one at the breast, and the other at the hip

‘Freepom of tux Press.—As we anticipated, the Board 
of Assistant Aldermen Jast evening rejected the resolution 
of the Aldermen to take from the Courier and Enquirer 
the printing of the Corporation laws, in consequence ¢ 
some real or supposed offence of that paper against law 
and order.

The proclamation was received at Jacmel with great joy, and the 
day celebrated with firing of cannon, and a band of music playing 
through the town. The proclamation was read at the corners of the 
streets, and received with general shouts by the people.

We look forward to the Reform Bill as a measure which will inev 
itauvly lead to the amelioration of our criminal code, and that, ina 
few months after the Bill comes into operation ; and we are literal 
ly astonished that men should be consigned to death by a Govern. 
ment about to give to us a Parliament that wiil, most assuredly, ao 
away with the capita! punishment for that description of offences of 
which the criminals in question have been convicted. 

Wecan tell the disciples of Draco, whether on the Bench or in 
the Legislature, thata reformed House of Commons will, in a fey 
months after its assembling, deliver us from the disgrace that new 
attaches to the nation, of having one of the most savage and san- 
guvinary criminal codes which ever disgraced any civilized nation. 

The practice of destroying life for other offences than murder, or 
robberies committed under circumstances of brutal atrocity, ts attend- 
ed with no good result in the way ofexample. The proof of this is, 
that the crimes in question have not increased with the comparative 
rarity of executions. This fact alone ought to make capital punish 
ments even less frequent than they have been of late years, and to 
induce the Legislature to amend the law. 

The English criminal laws punished upwards of 320 offences with 
death, while under the Code Napolcon there were but sex capita! 
crimes. 


One would think that no better argument could be ad- 
duced against the laws authorizing punisliment by death in 
England, that the simple fact that public opinion—a power 
which it is always dangerous to resist—is so against tf@m, 
that it revolts at the sacrifice of two out of eighteen who are 
found guilty. Tunishment, to be effectual in preventing 
crime, must be certain; hence the necessity of such laws as 
may be carried into full effect with the sanction of public 
opinion. 

In this country the weight of public sentiment is un- 
doubtedly against capital punishments altogether ; for even 
here, where the offences for which such punishments are 
authorized are so few, there is an uncertainty attending 
them which there is much reason to fear prevents the in- 
tended efiect. ‘There is, besides, a very prevalent opinion 
in the community which denies the right to take life, and 


which, by exciting a feeling of commisseration in favor of 


criminals who suffer death, and investing them with the ho 
pors of martrydom, does much towards neutralizing any 
effect which such examples may have on the vicious and 
evil minded. In the present state of society, there can be 
little doubt that solitary confiaement following conviction 
for high offences, without the hope of reprieve, would be 
more effectual in preventing such offences than capital pun- 
ishment. ;

**MORTGAGING THE BODY.” 

The @pril number of the North American Review, contains a no- 
tice of the Fifth Annual Report of the Boston Prison Discipline So- 
ciety, and a great number of facts in regard to imprisonment for 
debt. 

The Society have returns from one hundred prisons forthe year 
1829. in thirty-two of these, 2841 persons were imprisoned for 
sums less than $20, and 902 for sums more than twenty, and less 
than one hundred dollars. 

In 53 prisons, the whole number imprisoned for sums more than 
$100 was but 416, oras 1 to 7, compared with the number imprison- 
ed for lessthan $20. 

In 17 prisons, in which 2057 persons were imprisoned only 294 
paid the debt. 

In 17 prisons in the Northern States, in the year 1529, there were 
imprisoned 2742. Inthe same number of persons in the Southern 
States, for the same period but 35 were imprisoned. ‘This isa stri- 
king fact exhibiting in strong contrast the liberalized character of the 
laws of the South in contrast with those of the North. 

It is computed that in the Northern and Middle States, during the 
year 1829, more than 50,000 persons were imprisoned for debt. 

From the returns it appears that the average number of persons 
discharged, by taking the poor debtor’s oath is twice as great as the 
numbers who pays the debt. 

Facts of this kind may be cited to any extent, all tending to show 
that pe arpa ee for debt is of little other use than that.of exhibit- 
ing a relic of a barbarous age. ; 

The report states that imprisonment for debt, in Ohio, is abolish- 
ed. This is incorrect. Our Jaws still permit it, without even the 
restriction as to the amount of the debt which is common to some of 
the Eastern and Middle States. We believe, however, that public 
sentiment in Ohio is ripe for the change, and so soon as we shall be 
so fortunate as to elect a body of legislators in whom are united seme 
spirit of philanthropy, with a little mora) courage, we may hope to 
have this disgraceful law swept from our statute book. 

"The Prison Discipline Society have taken measures to procure the 
opinions of a number of distinguished individuals on the policy of 
confining the body for debt. Among these we perceive the names 
of Carey, Webster, Channing, Charles Jackson, Everett, &c. It is 
useless to say ag. is no difference of opinion among these 
persons. They all Concur uneguivocally, in the opinion that impri- 
sonment for debt, except in cases of fraud, is useless to the creditor 
in coercing payment—cruel to the debtor and his family—often im-

This is truly a frightfui sum ; but let us see what are the burdens 
borne in France. 

Ina publication issued in Paris, about the close of the last centu- 
ry, say 1795, the hatest account I have een able to procure, it 1s 
stated that there were then in that cow 300,000 able bodied beg- 
gars, who occasioned a loss to the state of 125,000,000* livres, equal 
to about $20,000,000. It is presumaLle that each * able bodied beg- 
gar’ on an average, had dependent upon him at least two persons, a 
wife and a child. Here is an aggregate of nearly a million @f souls 
ina state of beggary, prowling abroad, and preying on the public to 
an enormous amount, levied merely on the charitable ; whereas had 
the same sum been Fevied by law, 1t would have probably supported 
all the paupers, whose age ind infirmity rendered them entitled to 

ublic aid, and been borne in somewhat lke equitable: proportions 

the whole community. To aggravate the evil, these beggars are

The reader will judge whether it was possible by a statutary pro- 
vision for the poor, to render matters worse than they appear to be in 
France by this authentic exhibit. 

The state of pauperism in Italy is, if possible, worse than in 
France. Every pertion of the country is infested by clamorous and 
impudent beggars, whose importunity is a constant source of annoy- 
ance, and who extort alms almost by force.t 

It has been universally supposed that Scotland, free from the 
curse [ys they are termed] of poor laws, manages her paupers admi- 
rably ; that their support is not oppressive ; and that mendicity is 
almost if not wholly unknown. This is one of * the day dreams’ that 
passcurrent for years for want of due examination. But the delu- 
sion vanishes at the touch of the talisman of truth. It appears, not 
withstanding the liberal contributions which are raised among the 
different congregations, that ‘* vagrant mendicityis nearly univer- 
sal,”} and it is therefore not improbable that the nation would, on 
the whole, be greatly benefitted by a system of poor laws, managed 
with the tact, and skill, and prudence for which the Scotch are every 
where remarkable—a system which would make the burden fail 
equally on all, and banish mendicity from the iand.

Usirep Srares Banx.—We publish the following let- 
ter for two reasons—first, because it shows the dangerous 
influence of the United States Bank on the liberty of the 
press, and secondly, for the purpose of noticing some mis- 
statements (as we believe) which the article contains, until 
those immediately interested shall have an opportunity of 
explanations. The letter is from a working man in Phila- 
de!phia to the editor of the Washington Globe. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 9, 1831. 

My dear Blair: In all the defections of men, in the manifest ve- 
nality of a large portion of the american Press, it is cheering to look 
into the colums of the Globe; it affords a relief to the feelings of 
the honest patriot to discover that there are a few journals in the 
country, which possess independence enough to place themselves in 
Opposition to a powerful monied aristocracy. I say it is cheering, 
because it is evident thatthe Bank cannot close all the avenues of 
correct information to the people. In the city of Philadelphia, 
where the seat of the disease lies, in the Mother Bank, there is no 
press open to a fair and impartial discussion of the subject of re-char- 
tering the Bank of the U. States. While ail are open and free for 
the defence of this institutioa, not a single journal will publish the 
most respectful and argumentative article against the Bank. Is not 
this an alarming fact? Is it not enough to arouse the vigilance of 
every man in the community who is not a Creditor, and who can es- 
cape its monied influence? This fact is the more surprising when 
itis known that all the papers in Philadelphia which supported the 
election of Gen. Jackson, send been, and continue to be, opposed to 
banking corporations, on principle; yet principle is compelled to 
give place to policy, expediency, or perhaps necessity stifles the voice 
of conv'ction, and not one channel remains open in Philadelphia by 
which the citizens may express their opinions as to the dangerous 
consequences of extending the privileges of this engine of power.— 
From these suggestions it may be supposed that the Bank has no op- 
ponents in Philadelphia, This would bea reasonable conclusion 
from the state of the press. Yet I can assure you that a large por- 
tion of our citizens unite in the sentiments of the President of the 
U. States, as to its dangerous tendency. The democratic republi- 
cans of Pennsylvania are opposed to all monopolies. They are aware 
that this institution very materially interferes with the interests of 
the local Banks, in which the State is largely interested as stock- 











holder. We receive nothing from this institution in the way of bo- 
nus Notax upon dividends, no facilities to our internal improve- 
ments. Hence the people, tle great body of the citizens, very pro- 


perly consider it a great lever inthe handsofthe growing aristocra- 
cy of the country, which (as Mr. Jefferson very properly remarked,) 
‘**it may, in time of war, dictate the peace we should make, or with- 
draw its aid.” Ifthe State of Pennsylvania would consent to char- 
ter a Bank, at this time, with the amount of capital employed by the 
U. States Bank in Philadelphia, with the additional advantage of ha- 
ving the government deposites, a ':onus would be paid into the coffers 
of the Commonwealth of $500,000. Inthis,the State and the citi- 
zens would be permanently» benefitted ; but should the United States 
Bank be re-chartered, not one dollar would be received by the State. 
Now the people clearly see where their true interests lie, and they 


| will not be found in opposition to their own real interests, or their 


long cherished principles. 

I have pre in this letter, that all the papers in Philadelphia 
were in the interest of the Bank ; this has been the case for some 
time. The ‘* Mechanics’ Free Press,” of this city, a weekly pa- 
per conducted with much ability, and strenuous in support of popu 
lar rights, was the only press that opposed the Bank of the United 
States. This weekly sheet contained some appropriate and pointed 


articles against this monied aristocracy ; but even this press has | 


been silent for a long time. Nothing has appeared against the 
Bank since the publication, in Philadelphia, of Mr. McDoffie’s de- 
Jence. It may be asked, ‘“twhat had that to do with the ‘Mechanics’ 
Free Press?” Much, very much, it will appear presently. The 
Bank, not contented with the circulation given to the report through 
the papers, selected, or caused to be selected, the only printers in 
Philadelphia v.po had evinced hostility to the Bank.—They passed 
by their friends, and, in the obscurity of an alley, found the Hostile 
printers, wbo were immediately employed on this labored defence of 
the Bank, for the printing of which, they received at one time nearly 
$2,000. Ido not say that this sum has muzzled this paper; gut 
Ido say, that ne articles have appeared against the Bank, since the 


Laresr rrom Evrorz.—The London packet ship €o- 
tinthian arrived yesterday. She left Portsmouth on the ist 
ultimo, and brought dondon papers to the evening of the 
Sist May.

Russian Heap Quarters at Luckowo, May 17. 

When the detachment of Count Pac, reinforced by the troops of 
General Romarino, under the command of the Chief of the General! 
Staff of the army of the insurgents Chrzanowski, amounting to 10 
battalions and 16 squadrons, with 12 pieces of cannon, had passed 
the Wieprz, General Kreutz immediately gave orders to the detach- 
ment of General Thiemann to leave Kock and march towards Ka- 
miouka. In fact the enemy occupied the first named place on the 
6th of May, with a considerable force, and General Kreutz proceed- 
ed to concentrate his troops. On the Sth of May he proceeded to- 
wards Kamiouka, and ordered General Faesi to send a reconnoisance 
towarda Firley. In the wood his brigade fell in with the enemy, 
attacked him bravely, and succeeded in taking 100 prisoners ; butit 
was soon surrounded by a large force of the insurgeats, and by ca- 
valry, which seemed to cut eff its retreat, when Genera! Dellinghau- 
sen, who was seeking a position nesr Kamiouka, with the few troops 
he had at hand immediately advanced to relieve it. General Faesi, 
as soon as he heard the cannon, made a charge with the bayonet, 
and succeeded in opening himself a passage through the enemy’s 
troops, with some loss, and leaving the prisoners behind. The Poles 
advanced in close column against Kamiouka, but were forced by the 
Russian artillery to retreat into the forest, and during the night 
marched in the direction of Lubartow. 

On the 9th General Kreutz attacked them in their position, and 
caused them considerable loss. After several attacks of cavalry 
and infantry, the insurgents, crushed by the fire of grape shot, en- 
tirely retreated. The battalions which were posted in the village 
itself, and in the monastery, made a desperate resistance ; but the 
houses taking fire, all those who had posted themselves in them to 
resist the attacks of the brave conquerors perished in the flames.— 
Meantime abreach had been made in the wall of the monastery, and 
the trdbps that defended it were compelled, by a fresh assault of 
General Dellinghausen, to lay down theirarms. ‘The field of battle, 
which was covered with the killed and wounded, was completely 
abandoned by the enemy, who repassed the Wierpz by a ford, and 
lost many menin the waves.
